The last throw of the railroad dice, 
- by Gould and the managers of the 
Southern Pacific Railway, has upset 
many a speculation as to the future of 
the Pacific rail connections. If, as 
reported, the Atlantic and Pacific has 
: hands with the Southern Pacific, 
and are to form a connection there- 
with at Mohave, it is not improbable 
that the Tejon Pass cut-off will be 
built upon by the Southern Pacific. 
And it may with equal certainty be 
stated as a more than probable thing 
‘that the connection with San Diego 
will be a mere branch and that the 
Southern Pacific will push to its ex- 
treme fulfilment its plans to develop 
Wilmington harbor, as by cither the 
Southern Overland or the Atlantic and 
Pacific, Wilmington will be the nearest 
tide-water to reach. And as we under- 
stand the Atchison and Topeka com- 
pany is interested in the Atlantic and 
Pacific, it will follow that in the gen- 
eral compromise there will be no more 
done that savors of competition, much 
less of opposition, to the Southern 
Pacific. The status of matters will 
then be about as follows: The Atchi- 
‘son and Topeka will build from Ben- 
son to Guaymas, Mexico, and form a 
Pacific connection with the Gulf of 


California near its mouth. The South-| 


ern Pacific willjconnect with the same 
gulf atits head by its branch from 
Yuma to Point Isabel. San Diego 
will have its branch from Colton for its 
little Lusiness, and Los Angeles and 
Wilmington, being nearer the East by 
both the Southern Pacific and Atlantic 
and Pacific routes, will reap whatever 
advantages there are to be derived from 
an ocean connection. the 
present outlook what we have intimat- 
ed is the probable state of matters. Cer- 
tainly there is no indication that a 
rival to the Southern. Pacific is to be 
built across the barrens of Arizona and 
San Diego county, and it is a delusion 
to encourage a probability of such a 
thing. So wecan settle down upon 
this and cut our cloth according to 
the garment outlined. We shall have 
all the advantages to be derived from 
a connection with four Eastern roads— 
the Southern Pacific, the Texas Pacific, 
the Atchison and Topeka and the At- 
lantic and Pacific, but coming to us on 
the one present track from Colton. 
The volume of our business, now large, 
will- be increased very materially so 
soon asthe Atlantic and Pacific can 
cover its ground from its western pre- 
sent terminus to the Tejon Pass, and it 
will continue to grow and keep pace 
with the growth of the towns to spring 
up aleng its course—-towns to be spoke 
into existence by the coming of the 
iron horse. 


THE GAS COMPANY CONTRACT. 


We must approve of the policy of 
his honor the Mayor in declining to tie 
the hands of the city in a contract of 
the nature of the one in question, even 
for the period of two years. This is 
an age of invention and improvement, 
and any day is liable to give ussuperior 
facilities for lighting our streets, and 
we should be left at liberty to adopt it 
when it. shall come. And it will be 
remembered the existence of this illegal 
contract prevented the formation of a 
company to give us the electric light. 
But for it we would undoubtedly be in 
the possession of this superior illumi- 
nant to-day. And we think the citizens 
at large will adopt our views herein 
and approve rather than censure our 
Chief Magistrate. But while we are 
‘approving of the Mayor’s refusal to 
‘sign the contract and the warrants 
drawn under it, after its illegal adop- 
tion, we do not forget there is a settle- 
ment to be made with the Gas Com- 
pany. Under a contract the company 
supposed to be valid, because support- 
ed by the Council, it furnished the city 
with light according to its stipulations. 
The city and authorities have made 
use of it, and it does not appear that 
notice was ever served upon the Gas 
Company forbidding the delivery of its 
wares on account of the city. So, hav- 
ing walked by the light of the gas 
company’s fluid, it is now 1m order for 
the Council to walk up and settle the 
bill. The principles of equity which 
all men in their corporate capacity 
should pay punctilious regard to, re- 
quire a settlement of the bill at a just 
figure. We think the people will be 
disappointed and have just cause for 
censure if the city should fail ‘to do 
the just thing in the premises. 


‘| tariff is above 25 cents. Newhall, 


Spadra, Pomona and Santa Ana are 
reduced from 40 to 30 cents.

A NEw postal card has been sub- 
mitted to Postmaster Coey, of San 
Francisco, which he will forward to 
Washington and urge its adoption up- 
on the authorities. The object is to 
secure privacy for the messages, as 
well as cheap postage. It differs from 
the ordinary postal card, mainly in 
having attached to the upper edge a 
flap of light brown paper, the lower 
edge of which is touched with muci- 
lage the same as the flap of a letter. 
After the message is written on the 
card the flap is turned over it and 
sealed at the lower edge bywetting the 
mucilage. This effectually screens the 
message from the glance of curious 
eyes, and at the same time leaves the 
ends open, according to the require- 
ments of second-class mail matter.

When a Chinaman applies for admit- 
tance into Chee Kung Tong and in- 
quires its objects and benefits he is told 
that it is a secret organization for the 
mutual protection of the Chinese and 
that it is governed by the best and 
wisest of moral laws and aims especial- 
ly at the elevation and improvement of 
its members. The initiation fee is ten 
dollars, the society claiming to be main- 
tained solely, by subscriptions. In its 
temple i is posted a series of twenty-two 
rules for the information of members 
and applicants for membership; also a 
number of Chinese maxims, such as, 
‘‘We are as bright as the sun,’’ ‘‘Wis- 
dom is wealth,’’ ‘‘Instruct yourselves 
ere you teach others,’’ etc. On énter- 
ing into the organization the Chinese 

FORSWEAR ALL KINDRED, 
And henceforth become known as mem- 
bers of one loving family, the officers of 
the society being styled ‘‘mothers’’ and 


the members ‘‘children.’’ Each Chi- 
naman when admitted into Chee Kung 
Tong is given a certificate of member- 
ship, composed of a strip of linen or 
silk four inches wide by eight inches 


ber and the name of the Society and its 
thirty-six laws or commandments, em- 
bodying all its minor principles. An 
ordinary knowledge of the Chinese lan- 
guage does not suffice for the full and 
correct translation of these command- 
ments, which are written in cipher and 
taught only to members of the society 


BY DEGREES. 


One of the striking principles enunci- 
ated in these commandments declares 
that ‘‘we shall defend and protect 


our members, right or wrong.”’ 
The remaining commandments, so0 
far as can be _ ascertained, con- 
tain nothing very startling or 


aggressive, but are deftly constructed 
for the apparent purpose of concealing 
their real meaning which is made known 
only to the most advanced and trusted 
members of Chee Kung Tong, and is 
zealously kept from the knowledge of 
all outside barbarians. Several of the 
certificates previously fdescribed are 
now in the possession of officer Avan, 
who has taken them from members of 
the Society whom he has often had oc- 
casion to arrest. A code of secret sig- 
nals is in vogue between the brothers 
of 

CHEE KUNG TONG, 


By the use of which they are enabled to 
recognize and communicate with one 
another. The winding of the queu 
around the neck is a well comprehended 
and useful signal, and whenever an of- 
ficer espies one of the brothers without 
his queu so fixed, prowling without one 
of the byways of Chinatown, he at once 
orders him to halt and throw up his 
‘arms while he searches him for plunder, 
burglar’s tools or concealed weapons. 
A year since Chee Kung Tong removed 
from Washington street into a new and 
elegant temple located on the east side 
of Spofford alley, south of Washington 
street. The temple was erected by the 
Society which purchased the lot upon 
which it was built at a total cost of about 
p35, 000, including the furniture, ete. 
It is in this temple that the Society 
holds its secret sessions and acts as a 
board of arbitration in nearly all cases 
of Chinese criminals. Some of their 
secret workings will be oe: to-mor- 
row.
